I  was  made  to  bend  down  and  I  was  questioned.  If  I  said  "Ho"  they 
beat  ne.  They  beat  ne  with  a  thick  stick.  I  got  about  30  cr  40 
stroke.  When  I  fainted  they  stopped  beating  ne .  Tnc  beating  was 
done  by  two  Jap  policenon.  I  do  not  know  their  nanes.  i.iATSI  IIOTO 
was  there  when  they  beat  no.  The  beatings  took  place  in  April  43. 
After  the  first  beating  they  beat  ne  again  two  days  later  and  again 
cno^®r  ^  days.  LiATSI  IIOTO.  was  present  on  the  first  and 
third  occasion  but  not  on  the  second.  I  had  black  and  red  narks 
where  I  hod  been  beaten.

Tnc  beating  was 
done  by  two  Jap  policemen.  I  do  not  know  their  names,  MATSI  II0T0 
was  there  when  they  beat  mo.  The  beatings  took  place  in  April  43,

(23)  WOO  CHIHG  OH  (21), 


My  son  KEOHG  v/as  beheaded  bv  the  Japs,  I  did 
not  see  him  killed,  I  have  not  found  his  body,  I  was  told  by 
two  Chinese  girls,  ANNA  CHAN  and  BETTY  PANG,  who  had  been  told  that 
KEOHG  had  been  beheaded. 

While  my  sons  and  I  were  in  prison  v/e  were  given 
nothing  but  small  quantities  of  rice  and  vegetables.  We  slept  on 
the  ground.
